Men Play on North Pole Ice Floe 


WASHINGTON, ,Aug. 26 (AP) 
—‘‘This is the Seadragon at the 
North Pole . . . A rubber life 
raft has just ferried a baseball 
party over to an ice floe.... 

“It’s a fine, clear day ... 
Plenty of sunshine .. . Our frog- 
men are going for a swim...” 

The skipper of the American 
nuclear-powered submarine Sea- 
dragon, Comdr. George P. Steele 
Il, was reporting by radio on 
doings at the pole. His vessel 
had just reached there after pio- 
neering the most direct route yet 
traveled of the Arctic’s northwest 
passage. 

A radio hookup through the 
Pentagon late last night enabled 
reporters to question Steéle short- 
ly after the’submarine surfaced. 

Some athletic leg-stretching 
wag a natural for the mén of 
the Seadragon, who had left 
Portsmouth, N.H., Aug. 1. The 
big ice floe was handy. Its sur- 
face was rough, but not too bad 
for a makeshift diamond.

ern Hemisphere. 


Assailing repeatedly the 
United States press, Roa said 
news agencies take their orders 
from the State Department. He 
said he had been informed of a 
luncheon at the State Depart- 
ment where reporfers ‘“‘were 
given the line they should follow 
en,masse like little toy soldiers.” 

Roa recalled a conversation 
with Herter at the United Na- 
tions -last year shortly before 
the arrival of Nikita S. Khrush- 
chev at a luncheon in his honor. 

“T was seated on a sofa and 
Secretary Herter came up to 
share a dry martini with us,” 
Roa said. 

“He told me there were two 
or three reporters from Red 
China in Cuba, and I asked him 
why worry when he was there 
waiting to see Krushchev him- 
self, 

“The invitation to Khrushchev: 
did not endanger occidental cul- 
ture, the free world or anything 
else.” 


Election Issue. 

Replying to Herter’s taunts 
about Cuba’s avoidance of na- 
tional elections, Roa said: ‘‘The 
Cuban government would have 
elections when it is advisable to 
do so.

The principal changes made 
by the Senate reduce the penalty 
provisions of the bill passed by 
the House June 28. 
The bill would make both pay- 
ola and quiz-show rigging fed- 
eral criminal offenses, with pen- 
alties ranging up to one year in 
prison and a $10,000 fine. The 
measure would require any ma- 
terial broadcast on radio or tele- 
vision for pay or a gift to be so 
identified. 


License Suspension. 

The Senate eliminated authori- 
ty provided in the House bill for 
the Federal Communications 
Commission to suspend the li- 
censes of radio and television 
stations for 10 days. It also 
placed a one-year statute of lim- 
itations on how far back the 
FCC could go in imposing fines. 

Under the House bill, a station 
could have been fined $1000 a 
day every day for three years. 

Senator William Proxmire 
(Dem.), Wisconsin, protested 
against eliminating authority for 
the FCC to suspend station li- 
censes for 10 days. ‘‘This is the 
heart of the bill,” he said. 

Proxmire said ‘‘a $10,000 fine 
is just peanuts” for a big broad- 
caster and that a station license 
never has been revoked despite 
the FCC’s power to do so, 

In the debate, Senator Joseph 
S. Clark (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
said that United States television 
viewers get programs ‘which 
area disgrace in any civilized 
country in the world.”” Proxmire 
agreed. 

Public Works Bill. 

A Senate-House conference 
committee agreed last night on 
a compromise four-billion-dollar 
public works appropriations bill 
which carries funds for water 
projects in virtually all states. 

The exact amount of the bill 
was not available immediately, 
but it will be between the 4,- 
030,010,605 approved by the Sen- 
ate and $3,914,798,985 approved 
by the House. These amounts 
compare with President Eisen- 
hower'’s budget recommendations

Senate-House conferees agreed 


on compromise legislation that 
would reduce income taxes on 
some American companies oper- | 
ating in more than one foreign | 


country. The measure would 


mean $20,000,000 to $40,000,000 a | 


year in tax relief. It is certain to 
be sent to the White House be- 
fore Congress adjourns. 

The House yesterday approved 
a $4,300,000,000 compromise bill 
to operate the Departments of 
Labor and Health, Education and 
Welfare in the current fiscal 
year. 

The bill, which includes $560,- 
000,000 for the National Institutes 
of Health and $186,000,000 for 
hospital construction, was $286,- 
000,000 more than President Eis- 
enhower’s original request. 

The House action, taken by 
voice vote, must be éonfirmed by 
the Senate before the measure 
can go to the White House. 

Hearing on Food Plan. 

Mr, Eisenhower’s: United Na- 
tions “food for world peace” 
proposal got a mixed reception 
from the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee yesterday. Pros- 
pects were cloudy for its ap- 
-proval at the current session of 

ess. 

Under Secretary of State C. 
Douglas Dillon urged the com- 
mittee to approve the two-point 
proposal which Mr. Eisenhower 
is considering presenting to the 
United Nations next month. Some 
Democrats chided, the Adminis- 
tration for being go long in sup- 
porting such a proposal, which 
they said they have been advo- 
cating for years. 

Two committee Republicans, 
Senators Bourke B. Hickenlooper 
of Iowa and George D., Aiken of 
Vermont, voiced doubts about 
the plan because it might trans- 
fer control of United States food 
surpluses from this nation to an 
international body.

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Father Says Powers Does Not 
Believe His U-2 Was Shot Down

Gary Powers, the U-2 pilot who

does not believe his plane was

The father, Oliver W. Powers 
of Pound, Va., told of his son’s 


opinion at a press conference at 
the Overseas Press Club. He and 
his wife returned Wednesday, 
after attending the trial in Mos- 
cow. 


The pilot was sentenced to 10 
years’ loss of liberty, three of 
them behind bars. Moscow said 
gis plane was shot down on a 
reconnaissance mission over the 
Soviet Union on May 1. 

Although he ‘was questioned 
closely on the manner in which 
he thought the plane had been 
downed, the pilot’s father left 
the point unanswered at the end 
of a 40-minute interview. The 
father said: 

“He (Francis) said, ‘If I were 
shot down, there would have 
been an explosion behind me 
and an orange flash around me.’ 
He didn’t believe he was shot 
down.” 

Asked what his son believed 
had happened, the father said: 
“He didn’t say in or out of 
court.” The father also said, 
“He did not land the plane.” 

Asked whether the pilot was 
forced down, he said, “I won't 
make any comment because we 
did not discuss it.’’ 

At the trial, the pilot had testi- 
fied: ‘I heard and felt a hollow- 
sounding explosion, It seemed 
to be behind me and I could see 
an orahge-colored light.’ 

Asked, ‘Was it at that altitude 
of 68,000 feet that you were 
struck down by a Soviet rock- 
et?” The pilot answered, ‘It

PARIS, Aug. 26 (AP)—Mrs. 
Barbara Powers, wife of con- 
victed U-2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers, arrived in Paris today 
en route ffom Moscow to the 
United States. She failed in an 
attempt to gain an interview 
with’ Premier Khrushchev to 
plead for clemency for her hus- 
band, 

She was accompanied by her 
mother, the family doctor and 
two lawyers’ who were with her 
during the three-day spy trial 
last week of her husband. Their 
plane artived in Paris from 
Brussels, where it was delayed 
by mechanical trouble. 

She refused to say anything 
to newsmen at the airport here. 

After Powers’s conviction and 
sentencing last Friday, his wife 
sent a handwritten letter to 
Khrushchev asking for an inter- 
view so she could plead in per- 
son for clemency, The Soviet 
Premier is vacationing at Yalta, 
on the Black ‘sea, “and Mrs. 
Powers offered to go there, but 
apparently Khrushchev did not 
reply. 

Yesterday she sent another 
handwritten appeal for a reduc- 
tion of her husband’s sentence 
to Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev.

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Fallacy in the Watersheds 


Householders in the Gravois and Coldwater 
creek areas will serve their own best inter- 
ests by careful study of the sewer bond pro- 
posals to be submitted at the polls next Tues- 
day. Reason and the facts clearly suggest 
votes FOR both proposals. But fallacy has 
filtered into the watersheds. For instance, 
these points are made by opponents: 


“Home owners won't benefit from either 
sewer—only the builders who will subdivide 
the undeveloped parcels in the two water- 
sheds.” This is a half-truth. Naturally build- 
ers will benefit, and so will those who may 
be speculating in the unimproved land, 
But home owners stand to benefit a great deal 
more. Their property values will rise and the 
health of their families will be protected. 
What is more, as vacant tracts in the creeks 
are developed, the annual cost to property 
owners of paying off the capital investment . 
in the trunk sewers will be reduced. The great- 
er the new development, the greater the re- 
ductions that will be possible. Home owners 
have an interest in stimulating growth in 
their watersheds, and adequate trunk sewers 
are a sure stimulant. 


“Why should people in the St. John-Over- 
land area have to pay for a Coldwater trunk 
when they already have a treatment plant and 
sewer of their own?” Because their present 
plant is overloaded and will have to be re- 
placed in a few years. They alone will have 
to'carry the cost of replacing it if the bond 
issue fails, so they’ll have to pay in any event. 
It makes sense for them to: join with their 
neighbors in the rest of the watershed to do 
the job properly once and for all. 


“Homes should never have been built with- 
out proper sewers. Homebuilders and the 
politicians who let them operate created the 
problem and they should pay.” Maybe some 
building was poorly advised. But home own- 
ers, not’ builders, are creating the problem; it 
is the health of their children that is endan- 
gered, and their property values that are 
thereby depreciated. If they want to protect 
themselves they'll have to pay for thetr own 
sewers; nobody else will. 


“The Coldwater creek’s sewage is discharged 
into the Missouri just above one of St. Louis’s 
municipal intakes. Why shouldn’t St. Louis 
help pay for the Coldwater treatment plant?” 
Because St. Louis didn’t create the problem; 
the people cf Coldwater creek did, and if 
they don’t take care of it the Federal Govern- 
ment will do its best to see that they do. St. 
Louis has plenty of problems of its own. 


Sewers in Coldwater and Gravois creeks 
will benefit all who live in the watersheds. 
The advantages they will bring to family 
health, to improved property values and to 
stimulating the economic growth necessary 
for new jobs and the tax base essential to 
good schools and other services more than 
balance the costs. We hope the people vote 
FOR both bond issues Tuesday. 


A Casualty of the Campaign 


The great African student scandal, in which 
Senator Kennedy was cast as the villain of 
the piece, has been pretty effectively blown 
out of the water by the report the State De- 
partment has made at the request of the 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, Senator Fulbright. 

The report discloses there was nothing to 
a Republican charge that the Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy Jr. Foundation had “outbid” the State 
Department to sponsor transportation of 250 
East African students to the United States. 

To the contrary, the department by its own 
account had turned down the project, plead- 
ing lack of funds. It reversed itself at the re- 
quest of a campaign assistant to Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, who learned that the Kennedy 
foundation,had stepped into the breach. 

The imputation is strong that the depart- 
ment was thus maneuvered to prevent the 
Democratic presidential nominee from gain- 
ing.an advantage in the public eye. That 
Senator Kennedy was seeking such an ad- 
vantage, is of course, possible in an election 
year. He says the grant was given with the 
understanding that it not be made public, but 
we do not doubt that sponsors of the scholar- 
ships would have spread the word among the 
right people. Nevertheless it is more repre- 
hensible for State Department policies on such 
matters to be set, not by the national interest, 
but by a presidential candidate’s political 
interests. 

In any event the incident strikes us as very 
small potatoes—exceedingly so for a presi- 
dential campaign in this momentous year. 


Ultimatum to Two. States 


In citing the three top officials of the Port 
of New York Authority for contempt, the 
House of Representatives has both unwisely 
and needlessly raised a challenge to the au- 
thority of the states. In the present case the 
states are New York and New Jersey; but 
they could as well be Missouri and Illinois, 
which also have a Bi-State Authority, or any 
of the other states joined under compacts. 

Representative Celler of Brooklyn, conduct- 
ing the investigation out of which the con- 
tempt proceedings have grown, has confused 
Congress’s relationship to the agency with 
that of the legislatures of the two states af- 
fected. It is true that Congress retains the 
right to “alter, amend or repeal” the compact. 
But it is not responsible for supervision of the 
agency’s policies, decisions, and day-to-day 
activities. Those matters are the responsibili- 
ties of the legislatures and the governors 
under the terms of the compact, as they 
would have to be under the Constitution. 

In calling for the agency’s confidential doc- 
uments, therefore, Mr. Celler invaded state 
government, and Govs. Rockefeller and Mey- 
ner very properly forbade it. They have been 
supported in their position by former Gover- 
nors Harriman, Dewey and Lehman, Gov. 
Rockefeller’s predecessors. 

The issue here is not information—the Port 
Authority has offered Congress plenty of 
that—but control. This is made clear by 
Mr. Celler’s proposal of a bill specifically giv- 
ing Congress veto power over agency projec 
and authority for continuous inspection and 
approval of its documents. Any such super- 
vision by a federal agency over the purely 
internal affairs of state agencies would be 
intolerable to the latter. We cannot imagine 
that it would be constitutional, but if it were 
it would completely destroy the usefulness of 
the interstate-compact method, for no state 
would conceivably enter into such a compact 


at the risk of surrendering control of its in- 


ternal business to Congress. 
Emanuel Celler has done some excellent 


work in the past but in the present case he 
has gone far afield. No useful purpose can 
possibly be served by carrying this pointless 
performance further, and we can only hope 
he will have the good sense to drop it. 


Now for the Windup 

The Democratic congressional leadership 
apparently has decided to settle for something 
less than half a loaf and wind up the short 
session within a few days. It’s just as well. 

The House Rules Committee, dominated by 
Southern Democrats and Republicans, is said 
to have offered a deal: it would clear a $1.15 


compromise minimum wage bill if the Ken- | 


nedy-Johnson Senate leadership would aban- 
don its demand for school aid and housing 
bills. The agreement probably also includes 
a compromise medical care plan for the elder- 
ly, already worked out by Senate-House con- 
ferees. 

Reducing the Democratic program to these 
proportions means in effect taking what the 
Eisenhower Administration, with its allies on 
the Rules Committee, is willing to go along 
with. But there is nothing particularly shame- 
ful about recognizing a fact of life. And the 
medical-care struggle showed that in this Con- 
gress it is a fact of life that, even though 
Senators Kennedy and Johnson can mobilize 
more than twice as many Senate Democratic 
votes as the Dixiecrats, they cannot carry the 
day for progressive legislation without the 
aid of some liberal Republicans. That aid 
was withheld on the medical care bill, and 
probably cannot be expected amid a presi- 
dential campaign. 

Insofar as the short session was supposed 
to provide for campaign purposes a demon- 
stration of attitudes toward welfare legisla- 
tion, this has already been achieved and there 
is no point-in stringing out the show. The 
net of the demonstration is that more than 
two-thirds of the Democrats will usually sup- 
port liberal measures like the social-security 
approach to medical care for the elderly, but 
that a conservative Republican Administration 
can defeat or cause the watering down of such 
measures in alliance with the conservative 
Democrats. 

If the Republicans use this demonstration 
as an argument that Senator Kennedy cannot 
make good on his promises, the Democrats 
can use it, with much more effect, as an ar- 
gument that a-liberal in the White House is 
indispensable to a winning combination. And 
it is quite true that a President who vigorous- 
ly wanted liberal legislation could exert pow- 
erful influence on the Rules Committee and 
otherwise. 

Meanwhile, there are other and more im- 
portant issues to be discussed. We hope an 
adjournment will permit attention to be 
turned from the “bread-and-butter” issues 
to the over-riding questions of foreign policy 
and our position in the world.

Long ago we 
were fascinated by the story of an Englishman 
who claimed to have kicked a dog clear across 
the English channel, and if you doubted his 
word he would show you the dog, The Rus- 
Sians are in the same position, but in the age 
of scientific wonders they are entitled to a. 
little more credibility. 


Water for a Neighbor 
Our neighbors in a roughly 25-square-mile 
area of Jefferson county between Fenton and 
Arnold will be voting next Tuesday on the 
creation of a public water supply district. At 
present this growing residential area, many 
of whose residents commute to St. Louis to 
work, is supplied with water by wells, cis- 
terns, and trucks of the St. Louis County 
Water Co. As a result the supply is inade- 
quate, it is costly for cistern-users who have 
to eke out their requirements by purchases 
from the trucks, and there are suspicions of 
pollution in the shallow wells from the septic 
tanks that are the prevailing means of sew- 
age disposal. There have already been 75 
known cases of infectious hepatitis in Jeffer- 
son county so far this year—a disease of the 
liver that.can be spread through sewage and 

may cause serious and permanent damage. 

Because the good health and prosperity of 
its neighbors affects St. Louis, we hope 
the estimated 2000 eligible voters in the Jef- 
ferson county area involved will vote to es- 
tablish a central water supply based on a 
connection with the St. Louis County Water 
Co, It will enhance the value of their proper- 
ty far beyond the 15 cents a year on the $100 
of assessed valuation the district would be 
authorized to levy for two years. It should 
eventually give them better fire protection 
and lower fire insurance rates. As a protec- 
tion of health it will be invaluable. It will 
contribute to the growth and prosperity of the 
area. All this adds up to such a bargain that 
we do not see how anyone could, in enlight- 

ened self-interest, pass it by.

Church, State and Redevelopment 


Excerpts from Circuit Judge Robert L. Aronson’s Opinion in St. Louis U. Case

However, not every claim of viola- 
tion of the principle of separation of 
State and Church is well founded, even 
as not every allegation of negligence in 
a damage suit is well founded and not 
every claim of breach contract 
proves to be soundly made. The charge 
or contention that the contemplated 
sale of land by the Land Clearance 
Authority to St. Louis University con- 
stitutes a violation of the State and 
Federal Constitutions does not prove 
itself. We must go into the facts and 
circumstances to determine whether 
plaintiffs have established their con- 
tention. 


Throughout our consideration of 
these issues, it must be noted that, 
even as church institutions may not be 
favored by the State, at the same time 
they. must not be put at a disadvan- 
tage. There are two sides to the coin. 


Thus Article I, Section 7 of the Mis- 
souri Constitution of 1945 provides 
“that no money shall ever be taken 
from the public treasury, directly or 
indirectly, in aid of any church, sect, 
or denomination of religion, or in aid 
of any priest, preacher, minister, or 
teacher thereof as such; and that no 
preference shall be given to or dis- 
crimination made against any church, 
sect, or creed or religion or any form 
of religious faith or worship’ (empha- 
sis ours). ;

The Plaintiffs’ Arguments 


The arguments advanced by the 
plaintiffs fall generally into two cates 
gories: first, that the tracts of land 
here involved were set aside for St.

Actually, no other proposal was ever 
presented by any other person, group 
or organization for the redevelopment 
of Tracts 29 and 30. The defendants did 
nothing to prevent the presentation of 
competitive proposals. 


Purchase and Re-use 


Taking up now the plaintiffs’ conten- 
tion that the property was sold and 
conveyed by the Authority to the Uni- 
versity for less than fair value, we find 
that the facts do not bear out plain- 
tiffs’ contention. Plaintiffs confuse 
value in one circumstance with value 
in another. They predicate their argu- 
ment on the unsound assumption that 
property being purchased for re-yse 
and improvement by the University is 
the same as property on which there 
were buildings which had previously 
been purchased by the Authority and

improvements. -  . 

Our State Supreme Court has said: 
“It would be difficult to imagine a 
workable law that exacted more from 
a purchaser than a ‘fair value’ price. 
An exaction that the purchaser pay 


fair value cannot conceivably amount 
to a grant or subsidy. The great 
weight of authority is that there is no 
private grant when land is cleared for 
‘the purposes herein contemplated and 
is thereafter sold at a loss but for its 
then fair value.” 

Thus clearly a, public purpose is 
served when public funds are used to 


. renew and improve a blighted area. In 


this case a section located at the heart 
or core of the City of St. Louis is pur- 
chased and taken by the Authority for 
the purpose of redeveloping the same, 
which patently is a project of general 
benefit to the community and a public 
purpose. The property as_ resold 
to a redeveloper is vacant land and as 
such its fair value is not controlled nor 
affected by its value with improve- 
ments at an earlier date. Further, its

Larson, El 
Monte, Calif., won in 55.5 sec- 
onds, a tenth of a second slower 
than the Olympic record. 


ROME; Aug. 26 (UPI)—Gold- 
en-haired Chris Von Saltza of 
Saratoga, Calif., smashed the 
Olympic record for the women’s 
100-meter freestyle swim today 
when she won her trial heat by 
five yards in one minute, 1.9 
seconds. 

The husky, 16-year-old school- 
girl eclipsed by one-tenth of a 
second the mark of 1:02.0 set in 
1956 by Australia’s Dawn Fraser. 
She thus became the first Ameri- 
can athlete to break a record 
in this year’s Olympics.

It was, as always, the gaudi- 
est spectacle in the whole wide 
world of sport. Stadio Olim- 
pico, started by Mussolini and 
completed after the war as a 
soccer park, is a handsome 
playground beside. the Tiber 
capable of holding—local au- 
thorities insist—100,000 spec- 
tators seated and standing.

GHANA VOTES CLOSED SHOP 


ACCRA, Aug. 26 (UPI)—Par- 
liament approved legislation last 
night transforming Ghana into 
a gigantic closed shop in which 
no one is allowed to strike.

Gavin said he has ‘‘long fa- 
vored a fundamental sharing 
of information within NATO,”

defense. But even more im- 
portant than sharing of nu- 
‘clear weapons, he said, “‘is the 
‘amount of resources to be spent 
on detection” of possible attack. 

He favors. establishment of a 
center in the United Nations in 
which nations will agree to de- 
posit information on ‘armament, 
stockpiling, missile tests, space 
probes and results achieved.” 

“We spend amazingly little to 
determine the magnitude and 
threat of war,”’ he said. ‘We 
need a national entity to deal 
‘with this problem.” 

Unlike many men with his 
deep military background, Gavin 
believes that ‘‘with adequate su- 
pervision we should forego nu- 
clear tests ... there is enough 
to keep physicists busy in nu- 
clear propulsion.” 

Since he left Government, said 
Gavin, and the _ space-missile 
program has been reorganized 
(with some of the centralization 
he strongly urged), “‘we’ve come 
far—but the Soviets are still 
moving fast. Space is overriding 
in significance . . . our most 


warnings of nuclear fallout dan- 
ger, Lapp believes the United 
States concept of ‘“‘hardened”’ 
missile bases is ‘“ridiculous.”’

The 10-Yéar Outiook, prepared 
by Dodge’s economics division 
under Dr. Smith for the Record, 
shows that new construction 
alone will provide a market of 
at least $650 billion for the dec- 
ade as a whole, as it rises from 
the current annual rate of $55 
billion to about $78 billion by 
1969, a 43 per cent increase. 


“Maintenance and repair ex- 
penditures in the sixties will 
probably run to more than $250 
billion, and possibly $300 billion,” 
writes Dr. Smith. ‘‘Adding to 
this figure to the $650 billion 
estimate for new construction 
gives a total market of more 
than $900 billion in 10 years. 


According to the first 10-Year 
Construction Qutlook ever pub- 
lished in Architectural Record, 
all major construction categories 
are expected to benefit by the 
increased market. The largest 
gain, in percentage terms, will 
probably occur in the non-resi- 
dential building sector. 


Dr. Smith says that the rise 
in the non-residential category 
during the decade will be sparked 
by an 83 per cent increase in 
industrial building, a 64 per cent 
increase in commercial building, 
and a 62 per cent increase in 
educational building. 

Residential building is forecast 
to rise to $31,100,000,000 in 1969, 
compared to a current level of 
some 23 billion dollars. Dr. Smith 
estimates that about 16,000,000 
new non-farm dwelling units will 
be required during the. decade. 
Commenting on probable trends, 
Dr. Smith points out that ‘‘the 
1960s will see more emphasis on 
multiple dwellings than there 
has been in recent years. The 
adult population will grow most 
rapidly at both ends of the age 
scale, among newly married 
couples and the elderly, and 
these groups are less likely to 
be- interested in single-family 
home.”

Be Pruned Now 


You can give your evergreens 
a trim now, as long as it isn’t a 
crew cut. 

No matter what you heard, 
spring isn’t the only time you 
can spruce up these plantings: 
It’s all right any time in sum- 
mer. Just don’t let enthusiasm 
and the pruning shears run away 
with you. 

That’s the advice of L. L. 
Swanger, field representative of 
the Davey Tree Expert Co., who 
says many nurseries do their 
pruning in the hot, dry months 
of July and August. You don’t 
have to shear much from pines, 
spruce and fir, anyway. They 
assume pleasant forms with little 
pruning. Only one-half to three- 
quarters of new growth — the 
lighter green—should go. These 
trees have little or no ability to 
grow twigs from old wood.

“If Nixon had any 

class,” Dorfman said, “he 
would make his campaign 
slogan, ‘If I am elected 
I will send my dog Check- 
ers to the moon.’” 

Arnold said, “It’s ob- 

vious American dogs .are 
six months behind Rus- 
sian dogs. The attitude of 
American dogs has been 
one of complacency.” 

Dorfman agreed. - “‘All 
‘ American dogs are’ inter- 

ested in are creature com- 
forts. They think they’re 
doing enough if they tip over a garbage pail, retrieve a rub- 
ber ball or chase a mailman down the street. While they’ve 
been playing around, the Russian dogs have been studying 
calculus, chemistry and astronomy. It’s no wonder we're 
so.far behind.” 

“We think the basic fault,” Arnold said, “is that 
American hero-worship of other dogs is not based on 
scholastic achievements but because of the money a 
dog makes. Who does the American dog admire more 
than anybody else—Lassie? Lassie, as far as other 
American dogs are concerned, represents the easy 
going, good natured, lovable canine image. He’s the 
All-American dog.” 
“Americans spend millions of dollars on jeweled collars,” 

Dorfman said, “‘and haircuts and dog houses, but what do 
they spend on dog educations?”’ 

“American dogs are too soft,” Arnold said. “We.keep 
them on leashes and we feed them vitamins and food out of 
cans.” 

Dorfmgn agreed. “In Russia a dog can only get fed when 
they ring a bell. Pavlov had the right idea. Don’t feed ‘em 
unti! they’re drooling saliva.” 

“The big mistake,” Arnold said, “is’ we treat our dogs 
as pets. They don’t know they’ve got a mission. The day a 
dog is born in Russia he knows he’s part of the Sovftt space 
program. And he knows that if he doesn’t come up to 
expectations he’ll soon be pulling a sled in Siberia.” 

Both Arnold and Dorfman felt that as long as 
dogs in America think that all they have to do is 
amuse children, they would never be ready for flights 
into space. They also felt far too much emphasis at 
dog shows was placed on looks and not brains. 

Dorfman said, “I’ve never heard of a dog at Madison 
Square Garden Dog Show getting a blue ribbon for being 
smart. Why don’t the judges look at their heads instead of 
their hind legs?’’ 

“Our dogs are so spoiled,” Arnold-added, “that they’ll 
only get a dog to the moon if a man goes up first to be his 
friend.” 

Dorfman felt that now that the Russians had gotten their 
dogs up first it might be dangerous for an American dog to 
go up in space. “‘I think each American dog that is sent up 
into space should be provided with a poison dog biscuit and 
7500 rubles in cash, in case he gets caught by a Russian dog.” 

“If the Russian dogs get to the moon first,”” said Arnold, 
“I think we should fire our astronauts and start training 
some veterinarians.” e 

“Yes,” said Dorfman, “and the way things are going 
when a man finally gets to the moon, the first words he’ll 
have to utter are, ‘Down, boy, down.’”

LONDON. 
Dear Comrades: 


HERE I AM, back at home 
after my month’s visit to your 
country, sitting down to write 
you the usual letter that a de 
parted guest writes to his host. 
I admit to feeling a certain em- 
barrassment, but I will try not 
to be overwhelmed by it. 

Let me be blunt. I came away 
from the Soviet Union disap- 
pointed at much that I had 
found. If the object of getting 
writers and artists to visit your 
country is to enlist their sympa- 
thies, then the thing to note 
about my visit is that it went 
wrong. When I entered the So- 
viet Union, I was in a highly re- 
ceptive.and sympathetic frame 
of mind; I had welcomed, over 
the past few years, every indi- 
cation that Soviet society was 
loosening up. The fact that one 
of my own books had ‘been trans- 
lated, and sold out, was—as I 
saw it—a pleasing sign of rap- 
prochement, . In addition, I en- 
tered Russia from Yugoslavia, a 
Communist country in which the 
individual spirit has certainly 
not been crushed; ‘so that I was 
in no mood to think of Commu- 
nism as a system under which 
the human mind cannot hope 
to flower. 

After a month within your 
frontiers, this hopefulness had 
largely evaporated. May I tell 
you some of the reasons? 

First, I am the kind of person 
who is adversely affected by 
propaganda. The more persist- 
ent the efforts to sell me a 
thing, the more churlish ‘and 
suspicious I become. Imagine 
what happens to me when I go 
to a country where the resources 
of publicity are concentrated in 
the hands of the state, and are 
used day and night to hammer 
home the official view of every- 
thing—the past, the present, the 
future, the whole destiny and 
duty of man. 

The thing that first opened my 
eyes, comrades, was your ter- 
rific, all-pervading, crushing 
propaganda. The giant posters. 
The loudspeakers that never 
seemed to be switched off. The 
Streamers strung. across the 
streets in the most remote coun- 
try towns with legends like 
“Glory to the Great Soviet Peo- 
ple, the Founders of Com- 
munism.” The endless insist- 
ence. I hadn’t realized how un- 
remitting your propaganda has 
to be. (I say “has to be’ be- 
cause presumably you wouldn’t 
keep hammering away at your 
people with expensive publicity 
unless you felt it to be neces- 
Sary.) 

It’s not that we don’t under- 
stand why you tell your people 
that they Jive under the best 
and most benevolent government 
in the world, and that the capi- 
talist countries are breaking up— 
and, at the same time, see to it 
that they don’t have access to 
any facts that might point the 
other way. We even sympathize, 
up to a point. The treatment of 
Communist countries in our press 
is not exactly a model of fair- 
ness. And yet, by the lengths 
you go to in obscurantism and 
fear of information, you almost 
make it seem like one. Why this 
fear of western newspapers? Are 
they really so dangerous to your 
people? What are you afraid 
they might find? 

And this brings me to the 
much-advertised relaxation that 
has brought more western books 
into the Soviet Union. I was 
there, as I said, because a book 
of mine had been translated. It 
had been sold out, I was told, in 
an edition of 250,000 copies, and 
the thought of having made so 
‘many friends in advance was one 
of the motives for my visit. (I 
did not then know that, in Rus- 
sia, every book sells out sooner 
or later.) No author finds it easy 
to believe ill of a country where 
so many people buy books, and 
his own books at that. 

I now realize that to have 


one’s books published in Rus- 


sian is not quite the compli- 
ment I thought it was. It does 
not necessarily mean that there 
is any merit in them. It means 
one thing only; that their tend- 


The thing that finally brought 
this fact home to me was noth- 
ing to do with any work of mine. 
One afternoon I went into a Mos- 
cow bookshop and bought a col- 
lection of stories by Stephen 
Leacock. “‘The Perfect Lover’s 
Guide,” it was called; a title 
well calculated to attract, any 
English-reading Muscovite. 

I shall keep that book, com- 
rades, as a curiosity, and as a 
reminder of the hollowness of 
fine-sounding phrases and color- 
ful statistics about the import of 
foreign books. Because it was, 
and I use the word without heat, 
a fraud. It offered itself as an 
entertainment, when in fact it 
was simply a volley of small- 
arms fire in the Cold War. Lea- 
cock, being a professional econo- 
mist, found the vagaries of free- 
enterprise economics a. very 
broad target for satire. Being a 
professor, he had the academic’s 
suspicion of business men, and 
often wrote surprisingly cruel 
sketches of United States ty- 
coons. In fact, I doubt if there 
is a piece in the book (except 
for the title story, which is a 
bait) that does not deal with 
the more absurd, or pitiable, or 
cruel. facets of life in North 
America. 

The fact is that no western 
book is published among you un- 
less it can be made to yield the 
message that western society is 
dying—or, if not dying, so evil 
that it deserves to die. If Lea- 
cock, a delightful and sunny hu- 
‘morist, can be used as anti-west- 
ern propaganda, how can the 
rest of us escape? 

And, of course, we don’t es- 
cape. I see it all now, You put 
on a play like ‘Look Back in 
Anger,” while at the same time 
allowing your audience no 
glimpse of the incessant to- 
and-fro of debate against which 
we see it; as a result, it stands 


out as an unrelated act of “‘pro-. 


test.” The same thing would 
obviously happen to my book, 
“Hurry on Down.” “Lucky Jim,” 
I was told, has been translated 
and serialized and ‘‘Room at the 
Top” will shortly follow. Of 
course, of course! The tradition 
of western literature is: critical, 
not to say subversive, and many 
of the books you pick up will 
do some of your propaganda 
work for you. (“‘The Quiet Amer- 
ican’ was a gift, was it not?) 
Some people here think this 
policy is a mistake, which you 
will later regrent; give your peo- 
ple a few books that describe, 
however grudgingly, life in a 
free society, and they will slow-

ly become dissatisfied with the 
home product. So they argue. 
But I believe you know what you 
are doing. The average Soviet 
citizen, in my opinion, will be 
very slow to pick up subversive 
ideas from western books, Show 
him a picture of grumbling, dis- 
contented young men in the 
West, and his reaction will be 
on much the same level of sim- 
plicity as the Victorian matron’s 
reaction to “Antony and Cleo- 
patra”—‘‘How unlike the home 
life of our own dear Queen.” I 
believe you know how far you 
can go, and it is a long way yet. 

If you want to use our novels 
to save time and trouble for your 
propaganda department, you are 
welcome, as far as I am con- 
cerned. All I would ask for, 
with no real hope of getting it, is 
an end to the Doublethink and 
Newspeak in which the whole 
subject gets wrapped up. Take 
our books, use them without per- 
mission, deny the authors any 
payment except what they can 
spend within your own borders; 
but spare us, please, the self- 
congratulation, the endless de- 
mand to be patted on the back 
for taking an interest in what 
we write. People in the West 
who respond to this, who praise 
you for importing books from us, 
aré either Communists or they 
do, not understand the motives 
that underlie the interest you 
take. 


The same thoughts apply to 
education. This, again, is a field 
in which you can produce won- 
derful statistics. Millions of peo- 
ple in the Soviet Union are busi- 
ly learning and teaching, and 
there will always be the western 
visitor who is impressed by the 
sight of so much endeavor. 

While I was in Moscow, for 
example, I met Sir Charles Snow. 
As an official visitor, he was 
being given the full treatment, 
particularly on the theme of edu- 
cation. He had been to all the 
university buildings and seen all 
the classrooms and the labora- 
tories and the libraries. I stayed 
in Russia longer than he did, 
and since English newspapers 
are not available there I had no 
definite account .of the sort of 
picture he had gone back to 
paint — though from conversat- 
tion ,with him, I knew it would 
be an enthusiastic one. 


Sure enough, when the home- 
ward-bound boat put in at Stock- 
‘holm, and we were able to buy 
western newspapers for the first 
time, I went ashore and got The 
Guardian (July 2). .Headlines: 
“Britain Behind Russia in Edu- 
cation.” _ “‘C, P. Snow’s Impres- 
sions.” At it already! That 
must have pleased you, com- 
rades. To get a.statement like 
that out of an acute and in- 
formed man like Snow is worth 
a thousand volumes from half- 
baked fellow-travelers. I con- 
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gratulate you. 

But the credit is not yours 
alone; some of it belongs to the 
word “education.” Sir Charles 
wes using it in the sense of 
“technical instruction.”

So 
many of your intelligentsia do 
really have this ability to hold 
separate and contradictory ideas 
in watertight compartments in 
their heads. They open one com- 
partment, and liberal and gen- 
erous ideas come out; suddenly, 
hardly able to believe one’s ears, 
one hears them contradict every- 
thing they haye been saying, or 
‘take refuge in flat and monstrous 
untruths.

Nitroglycerin Eases Heart Pain 


By 
Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 


HERE ARE EXCERPTS from 
some letters about angina pec- 
toris—which means “pain in the 
heart,” although the pain may 
well sweep through the shoulder 
and arm: 


I have had angina two years. 
It started with pains, especial- 
ly after a big meal. I take 
nitrogylcerin tablets, and never 
have had any medicine that 
responded so quickly. E.E.B. 


Is the cause of angina pec- 
toris high blood pressure, or 
what? Could angina cause a 
hemorrhage? Mrs R, W. 

I take four to six nitrogly- 
cerin tablets a day. Is this 
harmful? Mrs, J. F. 
In general, angina pectoris is 
due to a narrowing of the coro- 
nary arteries (the arteries serv- 
ing the heart muscle), plus 

Lpasm, or spasmodic contraction 
of these arteries. 

When some combination of 
these two factors reduces the 
flow of blood to the heart mus- 
cle, the body rebels in the area 
of the heart muscle, and the 
pain results. In a manner of 
speaking, let’s say it is nature’s 
way of saying, ‘Relax! Rest! 
The heart muscle isn’t getting 
enough oxygen because its blood 
supply is low; Take the strain 
off the rest of the body, so the 
heart muscle can have what is 
available! ”’ 


That is exactly what you 
should do when angina pains 
strike. Rest, give the heart 
muscle a chance to catch up, 
and give the arteries a chance 
te relax so they can carry 
more blood. 


Nitroglycerin tablets (which 


DR. MOLNER 


are absorbed by tucking one 
under the tongue) also quickly 
help the arteries to relax. This 
is a most effective and helpful 
medicine. But resting helps, too! 

I should add that not all cases 
of. angina are identical. How- 
ever the above information will 
prove true in most cases. As for 
occasional technical variations, 
listen to your doctor’s counsel. 
Obviously I can’t go into all the 
possible variations, but I don’t 
think you can go wrong by 
keeping the preceding general 
thoughts in mind. 


As for the specific questions: * 


Exertion, or eating a big meal, 
will put added strain on the 
heart, and hence can touch off 
an attack of angina. 

Angina is not caused by high 
blood pressure, but the high 
blood pressure may. come from 
a similar basic cause. The same 
is true of hemorrhage; common 
basic causes may (not neces-

There is no need to worry 
about taking nitroglycerin tab- 
lets as needed. This is not a 
habit-forming drug, nor does it 
cause damage to the system. 


The main rules for an angina 
patient, hence, are: 

1. Reducing weight (to re- 
duce the*volume of tissue that 
the heart must serve) will 
help. Lowering the cholesterol 
level in the blood also helps in 
most cases. — 

2. Avoid needless stress and 
strain, both physical and nerv- 
ous (heredity is a factor, too, 
but you can’t change that). 

’. Learn to “live with an- 
gina.”” Learn how much exer- 
tion you can safely stand. Stay 
within this limit, 

4. Carry nitroglycerin tab- 
lets so you can take one when 
an attack starts. And when an 
attack comes, rest.

No. Nuts are very nutritious. 
The only risk tWat occurs to 
me is that some people—a few

Tribute to Hammerstein 


PARIS, Aug. 26. 

I WAS SADDENED TO READ in the newspapers the 
other day of Oscar Hammerstein’s death. He gave so much 
pleasure in his life. The musicals he wrote will live long 
in people’s memories. 

He had much recognition during his life both at home 
and abroad, and I came to know him some years ago 
through my old friend, John Golden. I think all of us will 
feel his loss, both in the theater and in the many civic and 
philanthropic undertakings to which he was always ready 
to lend a hand. 


I VISITED the Tate Gallery for a first glimpse of their 
tremendous collection of Picasso paintings. It is said that 
there has never been such a comprehensive exhibition before, 
and it takes more than one visit to really see it. 

The paintings are arranged chronologically so that one 
can see the different periods that Picasso has gone through, 
and I was astonished to find that even when he was painting 
some extremely modernistic pictures he also was painting 
a portrait or a still-life scene in his previous style.
